Sales Tax 

In Sports 
Ruled Out 

SPRINGFIELD, 111.— The Illinois 
Department of Revenue is making 
an important change in its orig-t 
inal approach to the question of 
levying the Retailers' Occupation 
Tax on rentals from tangible per- 
sonal property beginning Sept. 1, 
as required by recent legislation, 
Theodore J. Isaacs, director of 
revenue, has announced. 

Revenue Department officials 
have doubted that it was the intent 
of the Genera] Assembly to tax 
charges for bowling and other do- 
it-yourself games, but have felt 
compelled to hold that such charges 
would be taxable because they do 
not represent the furnishing of any- 
thing except the , use of tangible 
personal property, Isaacs said. 

After further study, the depart- 
ment now beljeves it can legally 
give effect to this legislation without 
taxing these charges, Isaacs said. 
The department has taken this stand 
by holding that there has not actual- 
ly been a transfer of possession of 
the equipment. It still is in the 
possession and under the control of 
its owner. , The user merely has 
temporary custody and a license to 
use the property, but does not ob- 
tain legal possession, so there is no 
rental or lease in a legal sense. 

The new outlook by the depart- 
ment will exempt receipts of money 
from rentals of tho following equip- 
ment from the ROT: bowling, bil- 
liards and pool; golf balls, clubs and 
carts used at a golf course; pinball 
machines, shuffleboards and other

The sale of these kinds of equip- 
ment to owners who will charge 
others for their use without relin- 
quishing actual possession will con- 
tinue to be taxable retail sales, 
Isaacs said. 

Isaacs said that another important 
point which needs clarifying con- 
cerns the tax on rentals or leases 
of tangible personal property (not 
real estate), , , 4: , 

Although the lease may have been 
signed before Sept. 1, 1981, rentals 
paid on or after that date will be 
taxable. The legislature did pro- 
vide that if the lessor already has 
paid a use tax on the cost price of 
the property, he may take a credit 
for this tax against his Retailers' 
Occupation Tax liability on his 
rental receipts under the new legis- 
lation. 

The Department of Revenue will 
consider as taxable the receipts of 
all rentals from tangible personal 
property beginning Sept. 1, Isaacs 
said. 



sewage 
The department is promot 
ing improvement' in sewage treat- 
ment plant operators conferences. 
The latest conference was held in 
July when operators discussed cre- 
ation of a county-wide system of 
grading sewage treatment plants. 
The sewage treatment plants in the 
county are* also inspected period-^ 
ically by sanitarians tinder the dl^ 
rection of Ward Duel, Senior Sani- 
tarian. .During these inspections 
the plants are checked out oh the 
standards determined by the Illi- 
nois Sanitary Water Board. At 
the same time the- efficiency of all 
plants is .determined by taking 
samples of sewage for laboratory 
analysis. These samples are taken 
both before and after treatment. 

Another important pollution 
abatement program of the health 
department is that of individual 
sewage disposal system approval 
and inspection. Since the health 
department was started, the en- 
vironmental health division has en- 
forced an ordinance regulating in- 
dividual sewage disposal systems. 
The ordinance requires that all sep- 
tic systems installed in the county 
must meet certain specifications of 
health department before the sys- 
tem can be installed.- Thus far in 
1961 the department has inspected 
and approved 447 septic systems. 
The health department also pro- 
vides consultation and follow-up on 
complaints regarding previously in- 
stalled systems which are , failing.' 
They have answered approximately 
200 of these complaints in 1961! 

In addition to control and im- 
provement of sewage disposal, the 
department carries on a continuous 
surveillance of stream and lake 
water quality by the bacterial 
analysis of water samples. Each 
lake in the county used by any ap- 
preciable number of swimmers is 
sampled once every three weeks by 
residents- who live nearby. The 
Illinois State Department of Health 
Laboratory in Chicago tests- each 
sample in order to determine the 
concentration of two types of bac- 
teria, which are present In human 
sewage. If the number of bacteria 
at any one sampling point rises to 
a consistently dangerous level, a 
sanitarian inspects the area in order 
to determine if sewage pollution is- 
present. 

This summer no lake sampling 
station has indicated the possibility 
of dangerous pollution and moat 
bathing areas reveal very low con- 
centrations of pollutibnal bacteria. 
This sampling program Is conducted 
with the cooperation of over 25 
volunteers who actually collect the 
water samples. Streams and creeks 
are sampled at key points by a 
health department sanitarian em- 
ployed to work on the lake and 
stream sampling program during 
the summer months. 

The health department has plans 
for new pollution abatement activi- 
ties. A small laboratory is being 
established in the department's Llb- 
ertyville office, which will make 
possible more rigid bacterial analy- 
sis of water samples. A consulting 
engineering firm has been engaged 
to evaluate the .best ways of plan- 
ning the future facilities for sewage 
disposal on a county- wide basis. 
The engineering firm of Consoer, 
Townsend and Associates will study 
the amount of sewage effluent exist- 
ing streams in the county can accept 
and the present and future facilities 
for local sewage disposal. 

Dr. Baker stated that the staff of 
the Lake County Health Depart- 
ment will continue their pollution 
abatement programs in Lake Coun- 
ty so that tragic destruction of 
beautiful streams and valuable rec- 
reation areas will not happen here.
